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SCORING THE PRESS. 


Monsignor Cajiel, who has been upon the 
coast not yet a fortnight, lias already laten 
forced to publish a card denying some of 
the silly newspajier stories concerning him. 
H e den» - emphatically, for instance, that 
a Cincinnati widow gave him Só,000 in 
gratitude for religious services performed 
by him, or that hi- had spent $0,000 for a 
diamond cross for a fair penitent. 
He 
never received a gift of >0,000, or any 
larger or lesser sum. from any convert, and 
he never at any time or place gave anyone 
a diamond cross. Other stories regarding 
him he also denies flatly. Of course, this 
denial will settle those matters effectually. 
But it remains humiliatingly true that pa­ 
pers claiming to U- respectable have been 
guilty of publishing romantic and other 
unreliable stories about this distinguished 
churchman—stories that arouse his anger 
and lead him to exclaim regarding one of 
them : 
"I can only express my astonish­ 
ment that any newsj :■ • >or with the smallest 
pretense to respectability should circulate 
such a falsehood.” 
11c will find, the more 
he observes American journalism, that the 
disposition of the press i- to print sensa­ 
tional stories without exercising that cau­ 
tion in ascertaining tlieir truth that should 
characterize the decent newspaper 
As a 
rule, the American papers copy these 
“ yam s” from each other u¡>on simply the 
credit of the paper in which the “ seissors- 
m an” happens to find them. 
It is sufficient 
if they relate to some person more than 
usually prominent in the eyes of the com­ 
munity. 
It would lie interesting to trace 
spine of these to tlieir origin. Generally 
they will be found to tie the result of re­ 
peated small exaggerations of !>oth abbre­ 
viating and 
elaborating, anil 
frequent 
“ touching u p ” by journalists who desire 
to make the method of relation a little 
more taking with each reprinting, until 
the original recital is completely lost in 
the modification it undergoes. 
In this 
there is manifest no real disposition to do 
injury. 
It is the result rather of a loose 
system and the failure «>f newspaper men 
to realize the great responsibility that rests 
upon them in publishing “ personal news.” 
There is need for reformation in this mat­ 


ter, but it can only be accomplished by a 
closer supervision by managing editors of 
their columns, and a higher sense of the 
obligations of journalists to the public, and 
a broader and loftier view of the true aims 
of “lie profession. 


T h e recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State of Iowa that a hotel­ 
keeper who receives guests knowing there 
is a patient beneath liis roof sick with a 
contagious disease, is liable in damages, 
will meet with the popular view of good 
law. 
The Court holds that a landlord 
who invites patronage, in effect represents 
liis house as a safe place of temporary res­ 
idence. 
In the Iowa case a rumor pre­ 
vailed that there was a case of small-jiox 
in the hotel, and the defendant set up the 
plea 
of 
contributory 
negligence 
in 
the failure of the plaintiff to inquire 
regarding 
the 
truth 
of 
the rumor. 
But the Court rejected this plea, holding 
that as the invitation by open house is a 
representation of safety, it estops the de­ 
fendant from pleading that no inquiry was 
made regarding the verity of the repre­ 
sentation. It follows that in all cases where 
a case of contagious disease occurs in a ho­ 
tel, the only way by which a landlord can 
relieve himself of liability is to give no­ 
tice to all who apply to lieeome his guests 
of the risks they will encounter, and this, 
of course, is equivalent to shutting up the 
house and suspending business. 


I f the declaration of Chief Secretary 
Balfour is sincere it means that the Con­ 
servatives propose a new policy toward 
Ireland. 
The injustice with which that 
¡Kirtion of the United Kingdom has been 
governed U practically confessed «lien the 
new Secretary says that he desires, not less 
than Mr. Chamberlain, to see Ireland gov­ 
erned by equal laws with England, and to 
see all exceptional legislation against the 
Irish ]>eople forever abolished. 
Home 
rule, however, lie would have extend to 
local interests only. 
It is scarcely possible 
to believe that Balfour represents the 
thought of the Conservative Cabinet. 
If 
he does, however, it means that the new 
administration proposes to attach the Irish 
vote to its side,and thus insure its stability 
in office. 
It would be wise action on the 
part of the new Cabinet, and would go very 
far toward the permanent pacification of 
Ireland. 
Nothing could happen to more 
depress the party of separation and absolute 
independency in Ireland than the adoption 
of a liberal policy bv the Conservatives. 


LAST NIGHTS NEWS. 


I t is a matter of general regret that 
the Mechanics’ Institute of San Francisco 
should again so arrange its exhibition dates 
as to conflict with the dates of the .State 
Agricultural Board. 
The two institutions 
are distinct in their purposes, and should 
not 
operate 
fairs 
on 
contemporane­ 
ous 
dates. 
The 
State 
Board 
does 
not open its exhibition a day earlier— 
Septemlier 7th—than it is forced to by 
the requirements of the season, but there 
does not now appear any reason why the 
Mechanics’ Institute cannot begin its an­ 
nual exhibition, which is not of an agri­ 
cultural character, earlier than the 25th of 
August. The State is not in such a flour­ 
ishing condition that those institutions 
can afford to divide patronage, or to run 
opposition to one another. 
The people 
would be better pleased and exhibitors far 
better satisfied if the two fairs were on en­ 
tirely differing dates. 


N e b r a s k a has fallen into line in the 
movement to abandon the Grand Jury 
system. 
In California it has obtained only 
to the extent of lessening the number of 
these inquisitions. 
It is evident that the 
disposition tosubstitute the “ information " 
for the “ indictment ” is augmenting, and 
that the Grand Jury system is no longer 
looked upon as an absolute necessity to the 
preservation of our liberties.

The I’ti-ou Directors met Saturday at 
San Quentin. Bonds on contracts for'sup­ 
plies were approved. 
It was ordered that 
the floor of the building containing the 
machinery, where decayed, should he re­ 
placed by concrete. 
Applications for pardon were made by 
the attorney of Christian H. Pape, con­ 
victed of attempting to kill his wife in San 
Francisco by placing dynamite in the 
stove, and of Wilson, sentenced to seven 
years' imprisonment for passing a fictitious 
check. Wilson professed to have had many 
thousand dollars in Arizona mines when 
the check was passed. Both petitions were 
favorably acted on. 
J. J. Quinn made a request, which was 
granted, that the Board should approve his 
application to the President for pardon. He 
is a United States prisoner, having been 
sentenced on a charge of passing a treasury 
note which had been raised from $1 to 10. 
At the next meeting the Board will take 
up the adjustment of salaries of officers, 
who hope for an increase of pay. Direct­ 
ors Dcviin and Hendricks will also submit 
a new set of rules, including the following: 
Fur th e tnir)>ose o f saving parties th e expense 
and trouble of applying for pardons w hen the 
Board cannot conscientiously recom m end them , 
the follow ing rules are laid down: 
1. Good behavior in prison is no ground for 
recom m endation w hen applied for by th e p ris­ 
oner. 
The law gives him am ple credit in the 
deduction from his sentence, and this ground 
will l>e considered only w hen urged by the 
officers for the purpose of prom oting discipline 
by the encouragem ent o f m eritorious conduct. 
2. The fact th a t a prisoner has aged or other 
relatives depending upon him will not, except 
iu very exceptionable cases be considered by 
the Board. 
3. The fact th a t th e prisoner desires to return 
i to work w ill not ordinarily be considered a 
; ground for recom m endation. 
i

After conviction th e presum ption o f inno- 
cenoe no longer attaches. The Board will 
presum e that the applicant has had a tair and 
im partial trial, and an application based upon 
prejud cc of Court or jury, o r th e innocence of 
the prisoner, m ust be supported by clear and 
convincing evidence. 
To these will be added another, making 
intoxication no amelioration for a crime.

W a s h in g t o n , June 28th.—Following is 
the text of the letter of Mr. Burcliard de­ 
clining to resign, when requested to do so 
by Secretary M anning: 
Sir.: Respectfully acknowledging your request 
for my resignation, communicated to me on the 
15th instant. I have the honor to state that after 
careful consideration I am not satisfied that 
duty or propriety require me at this time to re­

C h ic a g o , JuneSSth.—" The wonderful in­ 
crease in the quantity of California fruit 
now being shipped to Chicago, and the 
probable chances of the Golden State fur­ 
nishing the country east of the’1 Rocky 
Mountains with early fruits, etc., as well as 
aiding in 
supplanting foreign oranges, 
lemons, prunes, figs, raisins, nuts, etc.. is 
attracting a great deal of attention,” re­ 
marked the senior member of one of the 
oldest fruit houses on tlic Pacific coast. 
"N ot many years ago,” lie continued, 
“ California and the Pacific States were 
looked on a mining country only. A few 
of those, however, who emigrated thither 
and failed to discover the El Dorado they 
were in search of, and were forced to re­ 
main, were prompted, mainly from the 
nature of the climate, to plant some small 
orchards. The result was so satisfactory 
that others were induced 
to embark 
in similar enterprises, and the outcome 
was that the supply of green fruits was 
soon too great for home consumption. To 
absorb the surplus the canning business 
was started, and is to-day one of the lead­ 
ing industries of the coast. The prices the 
canneries were enabled to pay yielded for a 
time such enormous profits on fruit ranches 
that thousands of new orchards were 
planted, and the result was that the rapid 
increase of production soon overtaxed the 
capacity of the canneries, and a market for 
the excess became a serious question. 
Chicago was very naturally selected as the 
most central point for distribution this side 
of the Rocky mountains, and there is noth­ 
ing to prevent its being made the leading 
fruit depot of the world. California can 
certainly raise enough for all of us, and 
when the Chicagoans can get peaches, 
peats, plum- apricots and cherries, luscious 
and ripe, weeks before their own are fit to 
gather, these early luxuries are sure to 
he appreciated. Besides, tiiey are placed 
on this market for sale at the same prices 
as those grown at near-by points. Califor­ 
nia raisins have already established their 
reputation by beating back the foreign pro­ 
duct as far as the Mississippi, and it will not 
be long before the same tiling is achieved 
throughout the United States in regard to 
oranges and lemons, by the joint efforts of 
Florida and California.” 
” Can these two fruits be shipped from 
the latter State and sold as cheaply as 
those from the South ?’’ 
“ Certainly, and cheaper, for that mat­ 
ter ; and they do not conflict with each 
other. 
The 
Florida fruit 
■begins 
to 
come to this market in November, and 
lasts until April, and the first shipments 
from the Pacific coast reach here about the 
end of March, and continue until June. 
The interim between June and November 
is filled in with Mediterranean fruit. The 
varieties of (’alifornia products now on sale 
here are plums, apricots, peaches and pears. 
Grapes will soon be coming in. All the 
fruits are as cheap as like varieties from 
any adjacent point, and so far as oranges 
and lemons are concerned, the California 
cultivators have for some time past been 
propagating the best kinds known in coun­ 
tries adjacent to the Mediterranean sea, 
and the home-grown fruit will equal, if it 
does not surpass the foreign.”

T o l e d o (O.), June 28tli.—For a long 
time there has been serious trouble in the 
Polish Catholic church here, between the 
priest and his followers and the faction 
who were opposed to him. Over a year 
ago, in a row growing out of this trouble, a 
man was killed, and the failure to convict 
tiie parties guilty of the offense stimulated 
the opposition, which has been increasing 
in ferocity. A few days ago an attempt 
was made to blow up the church with 
dynamite. This afternoon the trouble cul­ 
minated in a general riot, in which fire­ 
arms and all manner of weapons were 
freely used.

A T rip T h rou gh Sutro T u n n el. 
E ds. R ecord-U nio n ; Being readers of 
your paper when at home, at Freeport, 
Sacramento county, we thought we would 
relate our trip through the Sutro tunnel 
and the combination mines, believing it 
would be of interest to old miners who now 
reside in the valley, as well as to those who 
are not familiar with digging wealth from 
the soil in the pursuit they formerly fol­ 
lowed. 
Having obtained a permit from Superin­ 
tendent Thomas to go into the mines, we 
entered the mouth of the tunnel, which is 
seven miles from here, at about noon. Be­ 
fore entering, we exchanged our clothes in 
the dressing-room at the entrance, putting 
on mining 
costumes, consisting of a 
flannel shirt, overalls, a pair of bro­ 
gans, and 
an 
oil 
hat 
and a coat. 
Thus arrayed, we took a seat in a small car 
to which was attached a very lively mule, 
and set sail on wheels for the interior of 
Mother Earth. The mule was ornamented 
with an oil lamp on either side, and each 
of us armed with a similar light dissemin­ 
ator in hand, as also Foreman Chaplin, 
who accompanied us. 
We made a rapid 
transit to the other end of the track, four 
miles distant, arriving there in twenty m in­ 
utes. 
We could not help hoping till the 
way, as we sped along so closely behind the 
mule, that the lights on his sides were not 
intended to lighten his heels. 
The track Vicing out of order and under­ 
going repairs at this point, we had to make 
the remainder of the distance on foot. The 
foreman explained to us in regard to the 
mines, and the visit was a wierd and inter­ 
esting one. 
The three mines—Chollar. 
Norcross and Savage—sunk a shaft to a 
depth of 3.000 feet from the surface, and 
this being too great a distance to raise the 
surplus water, in order to prevent it from 
interfering with the operating of tiie mines, 
the tunnel was constructed, and intersects 
with the shaft of the mines 1,«KK> feet be­ 
low the surface. This leaves 1,400 feet still 
to raise the water with pumps, and which 
then flows off through the tunnel into 
Horseshoe lake. 
A description of the 
pumps will not be attempted, but there are 
live in number, and they far excel the m a­ 
chinery in the Sacramento railroad shops. 
They are located as follows : 
Nos. 1 and 2 
at 2,400 feet below the surface ; Nos. 3 and 
4 at 2,000 feet, and No. 5 at 3,000 feet.

our 
underground 
sight-seeing, we ascended the shaft in the 
cage to the surface, took a much-appre­ 
ciated bath, donned our regular attire again 
and felt highly satisfied with the pleasur­ 
able experience and visit.

Fresno county is to expend $80,000 in 
bridges. 
Work has begun on the new hotel at 
Pomena. 
It is estimated that there are between 400 
and 500 people at Pacific Grove at present. 
San Diego is a town with many churches, 
almost every denomination being repre­ 
sented. 
There is a war in lumber rates at Santa 
Cruz, and redwood is retailed at $11 per 
thousand. 
The mineral find in Antelope valley, 
Nevada, is neither tin nor any other known 
useful metal. 
Senator Stanford lias commenced the 
erection of a large house on his Vina ranch 
for a winery. 
The Oregon Pacific Railroad is trying to 
compromise with its creditors at 15 and 20 
cents on the $1. 
Old-fashioned mule pack trains carry 
freight from Eureka to the Trinity county 
mining regions. 
At Belleville, Nevada, the officers have 
to guard their prisoners night and day for 
want of a calaboose. 
Madera and Ripon are the only cities in 
the San Joaquin valley that propose cele­ 
brating the glorious Fourth. 
The Austin, Nev., Miners' Unión has 
disbanded, and the uflairs of the Union 
placed in the hands of trustees. 
Los Angeles is to hold a special election 
to determine whether the city shall issue 
$245,000 for improvement purposes. 
Small fruit farms of from ten to twenty 
acres are accumulating around Cliieo, and 
this gives increased value to town property. 
Recently a lawyer at St. Helens, Or., re­ 
fused to defend a criminal charged with an 
outrageous crime, though offered a large 
fee. 
Two children at Grass Valiev ate heartily 
of giant powder the other day. It made 
them sick, but not seriously, and they are 
now all right. 
Santa Cruz claims to have a genuine pet­ 
rified human body, said to have been found 
at the foot of Bald Mountain, on the banks 
of Laguna creek. 
J. W. Jones while riding horseback near 
Anaconda. M. T., last Saturday, was in­ 
stantly killed by lightning stroke, as also 
were his horse and dog. 
The Rancho San Pedro, in Los Angeles 
county, comprising some 24,000 
acres, 
wortli at least $1,000,000, has been divided 
among six lieirs to the Domingues estate. 
A school of grasshoppers struck the town 
of Waterford last Saturday, says the Mo­ 
desto Sews. Finding that the hotel was 
closed, they began eating the paint off' the 
lamp-posts. 
In Lincoln county, N. M., near the Pai­ 
tos mountain, can be traced the walls of a 
once large city. 
Inside the walls are grow­ 
ing monster cedar trees, said to be thou­ 
sands of years old. 
Several Indians have put in garden 
patches about Mono Lake. The barley they 
raise is boiled and eaten with potatoes, 
making about a stand-off with their com­ 
mon fare of dried flies. 
Fire losses in Portland since January 1st 
were $17,181 82; insurance paid, $9,195 92; 
losses over insurance. $7.9SC 30. The total 
amount of insurance on property destroyed 
or damaged was $54,950. 
In Riverside the license for retailing 
liquor in saloons was fixed at $75 a month, 
and all but one saloon closed thereby. This 
not satisfying the people, they now demand 
that saloon' license be fixed at $500 per 
month, and hotel and restaurant license for 
furnishing wine or beer at table be $300 per 
month. The proprietor of the saloon says 
his receipts are $1,500 per month and he 
can stand the raise. 
Daniel Macauly was attacked with heart 
disease last Saturday while riding on horse­ 
back near Prescott, A. T., and was obliged 
to dismount and lie down by the roadside. 
He lay there all day Sunday and Monday 
until evening, and though iie asked relief 
of numerous passers-by, they refused to so 
much as get him a drink of water. Late 
Monday night aid was sent him from Pres­ 
cott, but when it arrived he was dead.

M ilita ry N o tes. 
I 
Orders for the 4th of July parade have 
i Keen published, and also for the annual 
inspection and muster, which takes place 
Saturday evening, July 11th. 
A bad se­ 
lection, by the way. in so far as the evening 
is concerned, because very many of the 
men and officers arc engaged in business 
which precludes the possibility of closing 
early on Saturday evenings; but they must 
make the best of it this time. As this is 
the most important event of the year, every 
man should make it a point of honor to 
arrange his business so as to be present at 
the muster and answer to his name. Tripli­ 
cate copies of the muster roll of each com­ 
pany. and field, staff and band, should be 
ready,, and great care exercised in tlieir 
preparation. Last year’s muster roll should 
be looked over, and every name that is not 
on the present year's roll accounted for, 
changes noted, names entered in alpha­ 
betical otder and numbered properly ; all 
State property enumerated, together with a 
brief history of the doings and service of 
each since last muster. The name of any 
man whose term of service has expired 
should not appear on the roll unless his 
oath of re-enlistment has been forwarded. 
These are matters that should not be de­ 
layed until the evening of the muster, as 
was the case last year in one or two in­ 
stances. 
It is desirable also to have as full an at­ 
tendance as [Kissible on the Fourth of July. 
The parade takes place early in the day, 
and the march will be short.’ The com­ 
panies will be equalized into sixteen files 
front each, single rank, with right and left 
guides, and subdivided into platoons. 
If 
the attendance is large the regiment will 
present a splendid appearance, either in 
column of companies or platoons. 
The 
battery is ordered out also, and will add 
greatly to the parade. 
Company G will hold an election for 
Captain next Monday evening, and we un­ 
derstand that Captain \Y iiitc will not be a 
candidate tor re-election. 
Several names 
have been mentioned for the Captaincy by 
parties who have the interest of the com­ 
pany at heart, among them being the pres­ 
ent capable First Lieutenant of the com­ 
pany. M. H. .Sheehan,'but he probably will 
not be a candidate. Adjutant Nearv and 
Lieutenant Long of the Staff', Sergeant 
Davis of G, Lieutenant Salford andThom as 
Hall of E, and ax-Captain John F. Dalton 
are also mentioned. 
Whoever is elected 
must make up his mind that there is se­ 
vere work to be done immediately, in order 
that the company may be placed on a good 
footing before the encampment. 
Company A has two Lieutenants to elect, 
and it will he well if it is careful ill the se­ 
lection of these officers. They ought to be 
men who are competent, and who will 
assist in drawing to the company a desirable 
class of recruits. 
There is quite a competition among the 
two platoons of E as to which will have 
the honor of winning the medals at the 
competitive drill on the afternoon of July 
4th. Every member of each platoon should 
make it a point to attend the drills, so that 
the percentage of each may reach a high 
figure. 
Company B hail its regulardrill Wednes­ 
day evening, and was well instructed by 
Captain Cook, although we noticed errors 
in commands which should not have been 
made. In executing “ support ” arms from 
a “ carry,” the small of the stock should 
be grasped four inches below the hammer 
instead of six, and at the last motion of 
resuming the “ carry.” the left arm and 
elbow should be close to the body, instead 
of being raised to the front. 
In executing 
the manual by the number, the bust sylla­ 
ble of the command of execution deter­ 
mines the prompt performance of the first 
motion without the number (one) being 
called out by the instructor. For instance, 
the command “ Right shoulder arm s” 
is given by the number. At the command 
“ arm s" the first motion is executed; then 
the instructor shall call “ two,” at which 
the men go through the second motion, 
and at the command “ ttiree,” the third is 
executed. We also noticed that the guides 
were executing every movement given, 
when they should only come to the 
“carry” and “order,” and on drill “sup­ 
port” and “right shoulder;” the “present," 
“rest on,” etc.. only when rendering honors, 
and none of the rest of the manual unless 
specially directed to do so by the Captain. 
We think Lieutenants Wiseman and Best 
should have their swords drawn while 
drilling, and cannot find out where they 
get their authority for keeping them 
sheathed. Tlic company was drilling in 
single rank, and it was clearly the duty oi 
Lieutenant Best, who was the nearest tile 
closer, to place the two odd men on the 
left, in tlie line of lile closers. In wheeling 
in fours the left was continually broken up 
on this account, which was not the fault of 
tlie two men. Each company should be as 
particular while drilling alone about these 
matters as if they were being judged; other­ 
wise in competitive drills they will be 
pretty sure to make the same errors that 
they are habitually accustomed to, and 
long practice leads to the belief that they 
are correct. Men should be cautioned 
against moving the head when going to 
and coming from “right shoulder.” 
Tlie 
piece will not strike the head if properly 
handled. 
The following (General Orders No. 15 ) in 
relation to the encampment, has just been 
issued from general headquarters: 
I. Iu accordance w ith G eneral Order No. 13, c. 
s., issued from these headquarters. May 30,18s5. 
aud in conform ity w ith the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2022o f the Political Code, the N ational 
G uard of California w ill assem ble in a division 
encam pm ent at Santa t 'ruz.

Frank Perry was tried on a 
charge of misdemeanor, presented by Mrs. 
Sosa Nelson, who alleged that he failed to 
provide foi his children. As Judge Henry 
had talked the case over with both parties 
prior to the making out of the complaint, 
he thought it better that Justice Post should 
hear the case, and he did so. A jury, 
composed of M. Fay, W. J. Milgate, M.
